they, can have .more-.-fun in Milwaukee 
when they stop there 'over Sunday; that 
beer is fresher and more plentiful there 
than in Madison, • although the latter 
place has plenty of the wrong kind; that 
once m a while they have good theatrical 
performances and attractive minatrel 
shows, that will tend to drive away tbo 
dullness of .tho.sessions; and that as the 
members -will be BO attracted to Milwau- 
kee over Sunday,' there will be less dead- 
head riding on railways, which will bo a 
special saving to the company. 


There is another objection to the pres- 


ent site, and that is the lonesomeness of 
the place. When a man is elected to tho 
legislature and is compelled to stay in 
Madison all winter, a serious duty is im- 
posed upon him. '' It is almost as bad as 
waiting at Afton or Beloit for a train- that 
is three hours late.

A BURNING SHAME. 


The world -will probably never know 


why the jury in tUo trial of Dukes for 
the murder of. Captain Nutt, iu Pennsyl- 
vania, ncnuitted tho prisoner. It is one 
of the moat astonishing verdicts ot the 
time, and strikes tho comuniuity in which 
the trial took place, with bitter disap- 
pointment and deep disgust. Dukes was 
a member of the Pennsylvania legisla- 
ture, and had seduced Captain Nutt's 
daughter. After ho had [committed this 
crime ho soufiht to escape punishment at 
the hands ot tbe outraged father, aud shot 
him dead. 
Dukes was arrested and brought to trial- 
There was no question as to tho murder 
ot Captain Natt, and tho evidence was 
conclusive that Dukes seduced tho daugh- 
ter. With this double orimo—tho blood 
ot the father aud the dishonor oC the 
daughter resting upon him—the jury 
brought iu a verdict oC "not guilty.'

The committee on education in the 


assembly recommended the . indefinite 
postponement ot. the bill tor the publica- 
tion of the lite of Matthew H. Carpenter, 
Tho same committee, by its democratic 
majority, recommended tho passage ot 
Stron'e's history bill. ^ .

Tho speaker rang his boll andaskod 
tho caudo of tho alarm. No ono was injured.

dynamito and was a deliberate attempt to blow 
up the government oflicos.

quiry had boon made. Ho had hoard an at- 
tempt had been niado to blow up Tho Times 
ofiico, but no injury was done.
